The Royal has the standard single-shift key- 
board—the one in common use and the easiest 


to learn and operate. It comprises eighty-four 
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characters, including fractions and other special 


marks.

action. It is operated at the keyboard by a 


natural forward pressure. The stops may be 


set for any number of columns. The Tabulator 
is useful in paragraphing, and is a time-saver in 
addressing envelopes. Other uses for this device 


will suggest themselves to the operator. 
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Back-Space Key 


A touch of the Back-space Key moves the 
carriage back one space. This feature is fre- 


quently used in connection with the Tabulator,

fourth. This constant increase in velocity is called ‘‘acceleration.”

Two-color Ribbon 


A convenient lever permits writing in either 
of two colors at the will of the operator. Thus 
certain portions of a letter may be emphasized 
by writing in red. In writing bills, statements, 
etc., the use of two colors is often an advantage. 
Single color ribbons may be used, however, 
if desired. A touch of the ribbon lever throws 
the ribbon out of operation when desiring 


to cut stencils for use on duplicating machines. 
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Other Practical Improvements 


There are a number of other exclusive feat- 
ures which add materially to the machine’s 
efficiency, notably, the Tilting Paper-table, 
Hinged Paper-fingers, Dust Plates, Ribbon Spools 
and Mechanism, Roller-bearing Escapement, Card
